We have now received a further report on Kathleen COXHEAD and her 
family, According to this report her father, Ethelbert COXHEAD, never showed 
any interest in Communism before the war; and his children are reported 
to have belonged to a right wing youth movement. During the war COXHEAD 
was employed by the British Mamfacture and Research Company's gan factory 
at Grantham and it is thought probable that he came temporarily under the 
influence of a small but fervid group of Communists working in this factory 
After the war the gun factory practically ceased production and COXHEAD left 
to obtain work as a glazier and plumber with a firm of builders in Granthan, 
where he remained until December, 1952. Whilst employed by this firm his 
whole attitude is said to have indicated a Conservative outlook, He is now 
employed as a labourer by another firm of contractors in Grantham. 


There is no indication that Ethelbert COXHEAD's wife or any of his 
sons have ever shown the slightest sympathy with Communism or Communists, 


As regards Sathleen COXHEAD, she also worked during the war for the 
British Manufacture and Research Company Ltd,, and it seems possible that she 
may have come temporarily under the influence of the Comnunist group which 
attracted her father. 


The British Manufacture and Research Company Ltd, was under the 
direction of Willian Denis KENDALL, former Independent M.P. for Grantham, 
and Kathleen GOXHEAD is reported to be one of his girl friends, KENDAL! 
is not of current security interest. From time to time he has associated, 
possibly for business purposes only, with certain persons prominent in the 
Fascist movement in this country, He has also come to our notice on several 
occasions in connection with dubious comercial transactions, and he is 
alleged to have taken part in recent years in the smuggling of arms and gold 
to India and Pakistan, There has never been any indication that he is 
interested in Communism, KENDAL is reported to have been in America for 
some months past. 


We have not been able to find out exactly why Kathleen COXHEAD came 
home from America in September, 1951, nor what she did during the year she 
spent over here, It is reported that she spent the first few weeks and the 
last few weeks of her stay at home and her father is reported to have said in 
relation to the middle period that "she was having a look round the country", 
If Miss COXHEAD was associating with KENDALL during her stay in England it is 
unlikely that her family would have known, and we cannot count on finding out 
anything more about the relationship between this pair.

We do not think that the present significance of Kathleen 
COXHEAD’s rather uncertain association with Communism eight years ago 
is now very great. On thisscore we have nothing to add to the assessment 
we gave you in February. On the other hand you may feel that her 
reported association with a man of KENDALL's type, although not strictly 
speaking a security matter, is rather undesirable. 


I think you should know that we have also had an enquiry about 
Kathleen COXHEAD from M.I.11., as a result of a report that. General Stratton 
has sent to the War Office, According to the account of this report which 
we have received from M,I*11., Kathleen COXHEAD was dismissed from her 
employment with the B.J.S.M, on the grounds that she was only graded Cae 
"Confidential" and she was told that if she wished to obtain a higher 
security classification she should approach the security authorities and give 
them any additional information they required. We should be interested to 
know whether in fact Kathleen COXHEAD has made any such approach. 


With regard to the last paragraph in the copy of Callender's letter 
attached to your letter of 16th March, I am afraid we could not agree to 
Miss COXHEAD being given information about her father’s security record, 
in view of the delicate sources involved.

Kendall and counsel in the court. 

Mr. Kendall said: “If have not 
definitely decided to appeal.

Mrs, Van der Elst said at her 
Kingston-on-Thames home last 
night: “Mr. Kendall will be in 
difficulties about this money.

S00 NOT A FREE GIFT TO MI 


Judge Decides It was Intended for Car 5 


~ 


Mr. Justice Slade, in the King’s 
Bench Division yesterday, gave 
judgment with costs against Mr. W. 
D ll. M.P., on the claim for 
the return of £15,000 by Mr. W. G. M. 
Worrall, of Avon Carron, Warwick- 
shire. 

He found that the money was a pay- 
ment for a specific purchase—namely, 
a gift to the creditors of the Grantham 
Production Company. which was con- 
cerned with the “People’s car,”—and 
that when the creditors decided on a 
winding-up the gift automatically 
failed. 

Giving judgment, Mr. Justice Slade 

id it was agreed that on or about 

. 1946, a sum of £15,000 was 
Worrall to Mr. Kendall 
Before that date the parties were 
strangers to each other, and yet the posi- 
tion had crystallised before midnight on 
November 24. At that time Mr. Worrall 
was fired with enthusiasm for a. new 
political project which he had in mind— 
namely, to establish the “return of the 
Whig party.” He appeared to be prepared 
to push that party, which he honestly 
believed was in the best interests of the 
country, by all legitimate means. No 
doubt he talked with undue optimism of 
what he was hoping to do to get the new 
project into being. but he was somewhat 
melodramatic ‘about it. He was, at any 
rate, fired with the idea of being able to 
raise large sums of money from influen- 
tial people to assist in launching the 
campaign. 


MR. KENDALL’S SCEPTICISM 


Having listened to Mr. Worrall in the 
| box, he was satisfied that he endeavoured 

to say nothing but what he honestly 
believed to be the truth. and he would say 
the same thing about Mr. Kendall. Time 
and time again Mr. Worrall was asked 
searching questions which were distasteful 
to answer. but he never shirked them, 
except to “whittle down” two “ unedify- 
ing ocuments.” He gave straight answers 
without regard to the possible effect on 
his case. 

When Mr. Kendall saw Mr. Worrall at 
Claridge’s he undoubtedly was highly 
sceptical about the proposition Mr. Wor- 
rall had put to him, and but for the fact 
that the latter was obviously a man of 
culture and not the sort to attempt to 
play some sort of confidence trick Mr. 
Kendall would have been even more 
sceptical. It would not tend to be allayed 
by the almost melodramatic air of secrecy 
accompanying the proposals. He could 
understand Mr. Kendall's continued 
scepticism, and how pleasantly he must 
have been surprised. when. after some 
misgiving, ne sent his chauffeur to meet 
the lady with white gloves. and received 
not merely a cheque, but a banker's draft, 
which was as good as having 15.000 bank- 
notes in his hand. 

In the light of subsequent, events, said 
the judge, he attached very little import- 
ance to the legal effect of what happened 
at that interview. “I do not think the 
legal effect of the payment arranged that

evening and completed the next day was 
either a loan or an unconditional or a 
conditional gift. I think it was a payment 
of money by Mr. Worrall to Mr, Kendall 
for a specific purpose. I am satisfied 
that had that money been applied by Mr. 
Kendall for the purpose for which it was 
loaned to him he would have discharged 
his duty to Mr. Worrall, and Mr. Worrall 
could not have recovered it from him as 
money lent.” i 

The words “free gift” had been used 
over and over again because that was the 
way the parties talked. It was almost 
common ground - that the £15,000 was 
intended to be a free gift to the creditors 
whether they were entitled to BRCcrs it or 
not. When the creditors’ meeting decided 
on a voluntary winding-up the purpose of 
the £15.000 as a gift to the’creditors auto- 
matically failed. 

He had no hesitation, he added, in pre- 
ferring the recollection of Mr. Worrall to 
that of Mr. Kendall. He was also satisfied 
that Mr. Kendall had_ no intention of 
misleading the court. Mr Kendall at the 
time was undergoing a period of great 
strain and worry. This transaction must 
have come like “ manna from heaven,” ard 
he honestly believed that the _ £15,000 
became his to do what he liked with. 


MONEY NOT MISAPPLIED 


“TI am satisfied that Mr. Worrall—who, 
I think, is a gentleman whatever his 
unusual political views. and I don’t mean 
that disparagingly—felt he had done his 
best but had let Mr. Kendall down because 


he had been unable to find additional 
money, and that he felt under some obliga- 
tion because of that. When Mr. Kendall 
suggested that there were other companies 
in which he was interested for which the 
money could be used, Mr. Worrall con- 
sented to the use of the money for that 
purpose for a period of two or three 
months. I am satisfied, whether the word 
‘lend’ or actually ‘use’ was used in the 
transaction, it was in fact a loan, and 
there was an implied obligation in law 
upon Mr. Kendall to repaly that money to 

r. Worrall.” 

It was not suggested that Mr. Kenda! 
had misapplied the £15.000. but in fact he 
had personally benefited. Half the money 
was given to a company in which he held 
more than 90 per cent of the shares, an 
secondly, the company’s overdraft had been 
paid off, releasing Mr. Kendall from ‘his 
personal guarantee.

You wrote to me on 20th*May to ask whether in our opinion 
it would be advisable for you to approach the Anglo-Hungarian Trading 
Co. Ltd. for C.P.R. purposes. I am sorry to have been so long answering 
your enquiry, but the question is not an easy one to answer and I thought 
it advisable to make fairly extensive enquiries. 


The Company was registered on 3rd Jume 1946, and a return 
of directors cated May of this year gives their names as:- 


HAIRE John Edwin = 3, Cheyne Court, Chelsea,S.W.3. 
Member of Parliament. 


FRANK George 3, Blenheim Road, St. John's 
Wood, N.W.8. B.B.C. Announcer, 


HURST George 73, Apsley House, Finchley Road, 
N.W.8. Paper exporter. 


We have records of all three of these gentlemen which may 
be briefly summarised as follows:- 


Wve have some slender information to the effect that HAIRE 
is in constant touch with Hungarian Commnists and he is also reported 
to be Vice President of a pro-Comnmist organisation named the / eague 
for Democracy in Greece. He is a director of the Pallas Gallery Lid., 
of Albemarle Street, the other directors including a Hungarian Communist 
named Andreas REVAI. 1 should emphasise that there is no evidence that 
HATRE himself is a Communist. As he is a meuber of Parliament I mst 
asi that this information about him should be treated as highly confidential. 


George FRANK, though now a British subject, is believed to be 
of flungarian birth. It is known that in the middle of April of this year 
he was on friendly terms with Jamos EROS, temporarily Hungarian Charge 
d'affaires in London. EROS, whose normal appointment is Counsellor of 
the Hungarian Legation in Paris, is a Commmist and has indeed been 
reported to be an Intelligence representative of the Commmist Party. 


George HURST came under some suspicion in May 1941 because of 
an indiscreet letter to the Dublin branch of Crosse and Blackvell in 
connection with an enquiry for articles of Food Stuff. Jie was a buyer 
at the time for Pritish Manufacture and Hesearch Comany, Grantham. (This 
firm was manufacturing Wachine Guns for aircraft). Nis letter gave un- 
necessary details to the effect that they were engaged on rriority work 
for Fighter aircraft and the numbers and hours per week worked, Apart 
from this he has not come to our notice, 


I do not know that it can be said that this information adds 
up to a great deal, but there is undoubtedly a flavour about the whole 
undertaking which if I were in your position would make me chary of 
approaching the Company.
